irst statement since talks failed 


reopen Suez 


—,Canal June 5

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat said last night he 
would reopen the Suez Canal on June 5, and extend the 
mandate of U.N. peacekeeping forces east of the 
waterway for three months, until July 24. It was his 
first public statement following the breakdown a week 
ago of U.S. Secretary of State Henry Kissinger’s 


shuttle negotiations. 

Sadat also said he would return 
the bodies of 39 Israeli soldiers 
which he claimed the Egyptian for- 
ces had recently discovered at a 
cemetery in the Yom Kippur bat- 
tlefield zone in Sinai. Egypt has 
up to now rejected Israel's request 
to permit the search for some 65 
bodies which remained on the bat- 
tlefield. 


The Egyptian President was addres- 
an extraordinary session οἵ the 
Ausembly tparliament) in 
Criro. His speech was moderate in tone, 
indieating that he was leaving the door 
open for further American medistion 
efforts. 


Sedat reported that he had offi- 
cially asked for the resumption of 
the Geneva Middle East peace con- 
ference, but mentioned no datea and 
indicated no sense of urgency. Jor- 
dan was significantly omitted when 
Sadet called for coordination be- 
tween the three Arab “confronta- 
tion parties” prior to the Geneva 
talks. He listed the three as Egypt, 
Syria and the Palestinians. 

But the Egyptian ieader warned 
the Arabs might have to review 
their strategy for Geneva if the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) continued to resist the en. 
tire concept of the conference. 

Sadat said Egypt's position on 
Geneva continued to rest on its in- 
sistence for an Israeli withdrawal 
to the 1967 lines and on “safe- 
guarding the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinian people.” 

He said the Geneva conference 
would not be the only sphere in 
which Egypt would act to safe 
@uard its claims, observing: “I say 
that for all to hear me.” . 


Blaming Israel for the collapse 
of Kissinger's latest shuttle between 
Jerusalem and Aswan, Sadat said 
Premier Yitzhak Rabin's Govern- 
ment was “weak and hesitant,” ad- 
ding that Israel as a whole was 
“ in the aftermath of the Oc- 
tober 1973 earthquake.” 

Sadet said there were forces in 
Israel that wished to gain time 
during which the Arab oi] weapon 
would lose some of its effectiveness 
“over the next two to three years.” 
He said these forces scaght time 
to build up Israel's mihiary strength 
and to- politically challenge the 
Arabs in the international sphere, 
particularly in the U.S. where it 
was hoped to influence the next 
presidential elections. 

Sadat seid he planned to put for- 
ward an Egyptian “working plan" 
for the Arabs at the summit meet- 
ing to be held next June. 

Announcing his decision to reopen 
the Suez Canal and extend the UN 
mandate for three months, Sadat 
lashed at his critics, saying: “Some 
expect an emotional reaction from 
me such as ending the role of the 
UN peacekeeping forces or keeping 
the Suez waterway closed.” 


PRESERVE VICTORY 

The Sgyptian leader said his main 
concern was to preserve “the size of 
the victory” he had achieved by 
the Yom Kippur War and translat- 
ing that achievement into political 
gain through the recovery of “an 
occupied land and lost rights.” 

He reiterated that he would not 
end the state of war with Israel in 
the absence of “even an intention 
on her part” to pull back from all 
of Smai, the Golan and the West 
Bank “especially Jerusalem.” 

Sedat assured his listeners of 
Egypt's self-confidence in facing the 
future including the protection of 
the Suez Canal. He said the time 
was past when distance was a bar- 
rier “in the face of aggression.” He 
said an Israeli attack on the Canal 
zone would be met “with more pain- 
ful blows” than those of the Yom 
Kippur War. 

The Egyptian leader said he wes 
determined to pursue all possible 
opportumities for the settlement of 
the Middle East conflict. But there 
was “a limit to time and a limit 
to patience,” indicating that he
